SMALL-LOAN BL 
MAKING COST AS

Approves Service Charges 


and Expense Fees — 
Measure Returned to 
House, Which Is Ex- 
pected to Reject It.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 1—A 
smal-loan interest rate bill, 
which would cost borrowers 2 
total of 30.2 to 32.8 per cent a year 
in interest, service charges and 
expenses fees, on installment loans 
up to $600, was passed today by 
the Senate, 23 to 6, and returned 
to the House for approval. 

The bill is a substitute for a 
bill passed earlier by the House 
which proposed a top interest rate 
of 18 per cent a year, and con- 
tained no service or expense charge 
provisions. The House-approved 


measure limited the 18 per cent 
rate to loans up to $100, and pro- 
vided a sliding scale of rates on 
larger loans the rate dropping to 
10 per cent a year on loans of 
$500. 

The House is not expected to ap- 
prove the Senate measure, which 
will throw the legislation into a 
Senate-House conference commit- 
tee for an attempt to settle the 
differences. In recent sessions the 
House has stood firm against Sen- 
ate attempts to legalize high in- 
terest charges. 

The Senate measure provides an 
interest rate of 1% per cent a 
month, or 18 per cent a year, on 
installment loans up to $400, and 
8 per cent a year on that part of 
loans between $400 and $600. In 
addition, the bill authorizes lend- 
ers to make a service charge of 
3 cents a day on each $100 of the 
loan, and a flat “expense charge” 
of $2 regardless of the size of the 
loan, 

Senator Floyd R. Gibson of Kan- 
sas City, a member of a Senate 
subcommittee which drafted the 
substitute proposal, brought the 
bill up for consideration. He said 
the interest and service charge 
would amount to 28.8 per cent a 
year on loans up to $400, and 26.2 
per cent a on loans between 
$400 and 600, the $2 expense 
charge, paid in advance, would add 
4 per cent to the proposed legal- 
ized charges. 

These provisions are more lib- 
eral than the rates originally re- 
quested by the small loan com- 
panies, which backed a House bill 
proposing a top rate of 27 per cent 
a year on loans up to $400. 

The Senate voted down several 
amendments offered by Senator

No other changes were proposed 
in the bill, estimated to cost, in its 
present form, 65 billion dollars in 
the next 50 years in addition to 
what now is being paid in pen- 
sions under Veterans’ Administra- 
tion regulations.

With the unemployability re-, 
quirement the bill would cost nine} 
billion, or 57 billions less, Govern- 
ment officials have estimated. 

The one-sidedness of the fight 
over the unemployability clause 
led to abandonment of a planned 
battle to eliminate World War II 
veterans from the bill’s provisions. 

Debate on Bill Brief. 

There was less than two hours 
of debate on the bill, which ac- 
tually writes into permanent law 
regulations under which pensions 
now are being paid to many 
veterans. 

A much more costly bill was de- 
feated by the House in March. 

The effect of the unable-to-work 
provision was to say that a veteran 
who could work half a normal day 
or earn half a normal day’s pay 
was not eligible for a pension. 
The committee originally voted no 
such standard but reversed itself 
when the Budget Bureau pointed 
out the extra cost. 

Veterans’ Administration regu-. 
lations now require a showing of | 
at least 10 per cent disability, aft- 
er a medical test, for a 65-year-old 
veteran to receive the $72 monthly 
payment. The new bill provides 
for no medical examination at age 
65, nor does it deny a pension to 
a veteran because he still is able 
to do full-time work. 

The bill also boosts to $1200 the 
annual income limitation for a sin- 
gle veteran. There is no change 
in the $2500 income limitation for 
a veteran with dependents. Also 
boosted to $1200 is the income lim- 
itation for widows without chil- 


dren.

Cruce’s bill is intended to tight- 
en the law to prevent any “politi- 
‘eal infiltration” or modification 
of the merit system by adminis- 
trative rulings. About 6500 of the 
14,000 state employes are under 
the merit system. 

Cruce: recently charged on the

One Germany or Two? 


Almost all Germans would like to see the re- 
vival of a united Germany under the Red, Gold 


sand Black, the colors of the famed Frankfurt 


constitutional convention of 1848. But in view 
of Mr. Vishinsky’s declarations to the other 
foreign ministers in Paris, it seems that for 
some time to come there will be two Germanys, 
a Red one and a Black one with very little Gold 
in the picture. 

Under some pressure from the United States, 
Britain and France, the Western Germans drew 
up a constitution at Bonn. This has been ac- 
cepted by all of the Laender in the three allied 
occupation zones, even if in rather backhanded 
fashion by Bavaria. It is argued that this is a 
synthetic credtion because in setting up the 
Laender, traditional boundaries were ignored 
right and left. It was an even greater mistake, 
the critics say, to force the Western Germans 
into even a temporary approval of the division 
of their country. 

Granted that some mistakes may have been 
made and that serious restrictions had to be 
placed on a defeated nation which, after all, is 
still under military occupation, the Bonn consti- 
tution represents the work of a democratic as- 
sembly. The elected delegates worked on it for 
more than half-a-year. At the very end, the 
Socialists were able to win more power for the 
central government than the Allies—particularly 
the French—were eager for it to have. 

This is in sharp contrast with the Russian-in- 
spired constitution for Eastern Germany which 
was put together by a “people’s congress” al- 
most overnight. Obviously, it was intended pri- 
marily for Mr. Vishinsky’s use in Paris as a foil 
for the Bonn document. There can be no real 
doubt under which basic law the Germans would 
prefer to live if they had a free choice. But so 
long as the Russians remain in Eastern Ger- 
many, they can prevent such a choice. 

Thus, the formation of an all-German govern- 
ment remains what it long has been, a Russian 
rather than a German question. Its solution de- 
pends on the measure of agreement which can 
be achieved by the Western democracies and the 
Soviet Union. 

The sparring at Paris continues. Perhaps the 
economic realities of the European situation may 
produce at least a trade treaty. As the lifting 
of the Berlin blockade has shown, the East-West 
antagonism is not frozen beyond all hope of 
change. It is conceivahle that the foreign min- 
isters may be able to arrange for the two Ger- 
manys to be reasonably good neighbors. 

Only the most optimistic will hope for a broad 
solution. That still looks like a long-time job. 
If; however, a few minor irritants and blocks 
can be eliminated, such successes could be count- 
ed as progress toward the ultimate goal. Such a 
prospect is pot thrilling, but it is realistic. 

It seems that it is going to take the Soviet 
leaders a long time to learn how to live in the 
world, And apparently they are going to do 
most of their learning in a divided Germany. 
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The Fair Deal has hardly even reached the 
shuffling stage in Congress. Perhaps it would 
be more accurate if President Truman renamed 
it the Fair Deck. 
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Planned Parenthood Wins 


A wind that might have grown into a tempest 
has been stilled. Three members of the Board 
of Public Service—Messrs. McDevitt, Briscoe and 
Kriz—have had the good sense to reverse a pre- 
vious decision to withhold a permit from the 
Planned Parenthood Association. Messrs. Riley 
and O’Toole formed the minority. Mr. Riley 
was the ringleader in the attempt to close the 
birth control clinic, as he was last year, when 
former City Counselor Stemmler overruled him 
on legal grounds. 

Despite Mr. Riley’s defeat of last year, he 
again attempted to show that the clinic lacked 
the legal right to operate. He is said even to 
have sent spies through the clinic in a vain at- 
tempt to gather evidence. The fact is that the 
clinic has had the best of legal and medical 
advice, and has always scrupulously lived with- 
in the letter and the spirit of the law. 

One of the pleasures of living in St. Louis is 
the spirit of tolerance that prevails here. The 
attempt to close the Planned Parenthood Asso- 
ciation was an act of intolerance. Mr. Riley 
tried to foist his own convictions on*the commu- 
nity, and to ride down the equally strong con- 
victions of other people. He failed, as others 
have failed in the past to trespass on the civil 
rights of St. Louisans. 

In the short interval between the first ac- 
tion of the Board of Public Service and the re- 
versal, numerous citizens and civic organizations 
rallied to the defense of the Planned Parent- 
hood Association. These voices could not be ig- 
nored. When a hearing on the subject was held 
last week, it drew a large and vigilant attendance 
from friends of the organization.

Let the incident be a warning to any St. Louis 
group that thinks it can harness this great city 
into a single mental or ideological pattern. 
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Chiang Kai-shek now seems willing to settle 
for any little bit of China he thinks the United 
States will take off his hands. 
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To Heck With It 


In’ a laboratory at Los Angeles, a zealous 
group of scientists is at work on an “electric 
brain.” This brain, we are told, is capable of 
doing arithmetic problems at a speed far sur- 
passing the most gifted human wizard. This 
news we can take calmly and even contentedly. 
It is akin to the device of the steam shovel, 
which takes the place of thousands of shovels 
and the backaches they produce. 

But this new brain is not merely a calculat- 
ing machine. It also has a “memory.” When 
perfected, the brain is expected to be able to 
translate books from one language to another, 
to predict the weather and no doubt to per- 
form other marvels. In the immortal words of 
the youngster in the New Yorker drawing, we 
say it’s spinach and we say to heck with it. 
In his Boston speech last March, Winston 
Churchill put the idea more elegantly. Address- 
ing an audience of scientists, Mr. Churchill told 
of the so-called wonders they have produced and 
added that they were unhappily “not accompa- 
nied by any noticeable advance in the stature of 
man, either in his mental faculties, or his moral 
character. His brain got no better, but it buzzed 
more.” 

Later in the same speech Mr. Churchill quoted 
Dean Burchard of M.I.T. as regarding with awe 
“an approaching scientific ability to control 
men’s thoughts with precision.” In that crackling- 
ly dry irony which is characteristic of him, Mr. 
Churchill said: “I shall be very content if my 
task in this world is done before that happens.” 

It may be old-fashioned and perverse, but the 


attempt of science to invade the province of the 
human intellect makes one long, these lovely 
spring days, to take a quiet walk through aca- 
demic groves with somebody like Socrates, who 
couldn’t tell the difference between a cam-shaft 
and a dynamo. 
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Is America’s Voice Faltering ? 

Perhaps the best of all weapons forged for 
the cold war is the Voice of America. Its radio 
programs reach the people without whose 
acquiescence even dictators cannot hold power 
forever. 

But there are indications that the Voice is 
losing some of its influence. Paul Ghali reports 
that pro-democratic men and women in the 
satellite nations are disappointed by Voice pro- 
grams. As a man formerly high in the Czech 
Government said on escaping from Prague 
after the Communists took over: 

“Listening to the Voice of America is forbid- 
den, yet many run the risk involved in tuning 
it in. They are not very happy when they get 
a comedy program, typical as it may be of life 
in America, instead of encouragement and 
guidance in their resistance to Communist 
pressure.” 

Mr. Ghali quotes a Romanian who said his 
countrymen want a few more bracers for their 
morale and a little less over-condensed and 
frequently rather irrelevant news. Specifically, 
they want speeches like Franklin D. Roosevelt’s 
on the four freedoms. 

Ia contrast with these complaints is an en- 
thusiastic piece by Irwin Ross in the current 
Reader’s Digest. “Meetings and conferences, 
even those of the Communist Party, are inter- 
rupted at the time of the broadcasts,” he says. 
Maybe it’s that way in Poland, but he also re- 
ports that “in Hungary it is now a crime to 
repeat information heard over the broadcasts.” 
Considering Russian press attacks on the Voice, 
most people in Communist-dominated countries 
probably listen in private rather than at parties 
and in coffee-houses. 

These listeners should never be forgotten. 
Their psychology and problems must be kept 
in mind. The Voice cannot be content with tell- 
ing an occasional big story which the Com- 
munist press is trying to suppress. There should 
be nothing routine about its programs. Those 
who listen should get what they want and need, 
not what somebody may thoughtlessly deem to 
be good for them. 
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— Or No Dice 

After making a study of crap-shooting at 
Reno, Nev., one would suppose that Alfred Jauf- 
fret, head croupier at Monte Carlo, had learned 
its magic and mystery. But no. This effete 
Frenchman, brought up on the silent intensity of 
such games as roulette, will introduce craps to 
the Mediterranean resort. He is opposed, how- 
ever, to the idea of players talking to the dice. 

“None of that slang,” say M. Jauffret. “No 
snake-eyes. No Little Joes.” If baby needs a 
new pair of shoes, baby can go barefoot. Is that 
so? If the head croupier intends to attract the 
dollar exchange of American tourists, he will 
soon find himself a frustrated man. No proper 
crap-shooter wants to handle the dice unless he 
can tease, cajole, plead and exhort them to do 
their stuff. 

Let the roulette players sip their absinthe, 
stare gloomily at the spinning wheel, work out 
their. wretched systems in pathological solitude. 
Your American crap-shooter wants none of this 
introversion. So, come this summer, M. Jauf- 
fret will have to accustom his ears to some of 
the earthiest and most eloquent folk talk that 
ever rattled the rafters at the Casino of Monte 
Carlo. That—or no dice. 


Basic Right Still Denied 
The Illinois Supreme Court has not only let 
down many imprisoned persons who contend 
they were convicted without the protection of a 


_ lawyer, as guaranteed by the Constitution. The 


court has also let down a group of members of 
the Illinois bar, including leaders of the state 
bar association. It has let them all down by ad- 
journing without adopting a rule to provide a 
sure procedure for appeals by those who say 
they can demonstrate that they were unfairly 
imprisoned. Since the Justices tock the step a 
year ago of issuing a rule to guarantee the 
right of counsel in all new cases, it was reason- 
able to hope that they would issue a companion 
rule needed for post-conviction hearings. 
Thanks to State Senator Norman Barry, a bill 
has been introduced to achieve substantially what 
the bar leaders tried to achieve through a rule 
of the court. It will not be easy to refine the 
language, get it through committees and pass 
it within the final crowded month of a legis- 


. lative session, but ‘every effort should be made. 


The “merry-go-round” of conflicting remedies 
for right-to-counsel petitioners continues to run 
full tilt. Illinois procedure still is the “laby- 
rinth of blind alleys’ which Justice mutiocgs 
said it was in the Marino case. 

Bar groups, civic organizations and individ- 
uals should join in clearing the name of IIli- 
nois of this denial of a basic right. It hurts 
the talk about extending democracy abroad when 
citizens can lanquish in prison in this country 
because neither judge nor prosecutor told them 
that they were entitled to be represented by a 
lawyer to protect their possible innocence.

How to Be Happy Though Unmarried 
That Texas woman who is applying for-her 
seventh divorce from the same man is a living 
example of how hard it is to be successfully and 
happily divorced. One of the main troubles is 
that everybody is talking up the other side of 
the question. Yet there are people who are ex- 
actly the right type to be divorced just as there 
are others who are the right type to be married. 
Don’t they deserve some encouragement too? 

When they find themselves slipping, when 
they see their divorce going from bad to worse 
and fear it is all bound to wind up in marriage, 
is there anyone to cheer them along life’s path- 
way?

Asia’s Blighted Dream of America 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Three years ago, a visitor to South Asia found friendly feelings 
everywhere; America was regarded as champion of oppressed peo- 
ples; today he finds “confusion, mistrust, outright hostility; even 
the Philippines have the impression that Americans are insincere.

Pak Kromo, who farms a small patch on 
the edge of a town in Java, was on his 
way to market. He looked up with half- 
suspicious curiosity when we stopped. 


“I'd like to know what you think Amer- 
ica has to do with your affairs,” I said. 
Pak Kromo said 
nothing. He pulled a 
short Blade of grass 
and put it in his 
mouth. Finally he 
said: ‘““‘The Americans 
are helping the 
Dutch.” 

“How?” 
to know. 


I wanted 


Pak Kromo spit out 
the piece of grass 
and plucked another. 
“America is the most 
powerful country in the world. Holland is 
a small country being helped by America, 
isn’t it?” I nodded. “Then how could Hol- 
land,” he almost shouted, “make war un- 
less America helped her do it?” 


A Two-Way Street 


Three years before there had been a 
dizzy dream about the United States almost 
everywhere in South Asia. America was 
powerful enough to conquer the oceans, 
cleave the mountains, and crush the Japa- 
nese. Americans were coming as friends and 
partners, not as rulers. They would help 
make a brave new world in which Asians 
would play an equal role. That dream has 
gone now, with hardly a trace remaining 
except perhaps in the acute disappointment 
and hard-dying hopes that underlie the 
feeling about America everywhere. 


There are still not a few would-be friends 
who almost wistfully want to know when 
Americans will realize that friendship is a 
two-way street. But now it is Pak Kromo 
who best sums up the common attitude. 
It came in varied accents, in diplomatic 
phrases or in plain speech, but it was al- 
most always the same compound of con- 
fusion, mistrust, and outright hostility. 


Who Are We Backing? 


Confusion — In Jogjakarta, the occupied 
Indonesian Republican capital, a young 
Indonesian woman said: “I wonder what 
America really wants? The United States 
backed the Dutch in their first police ac- 
tion. I’m sure of that. Now the Americans 
are talking in the UN against the Dutch. 
What lies behind it? Maybe I just don't 
understand. America is the country of 
big business and I think maybe all Ameri- 
cans really want is profits.” 


Misirust — A young Malay nationalist 
said: “Every time there is an issue affect- 
ing a colonial people in the UN, the United 
States ends up on the side of the colonial 
countries. Russia always seems to end up 
on the other side, making Russia seem our 
champion, working for us. What conclu- 
sions are we to draw from this?” 


“We're beginning to think that both 
America and Russia are poison for us,” 
said a Javanese nationalist youth leader. 
“America didn’t show a flicker of any real 
support for us until we had our Commu- 
nist revolt. Then there was some excite- 
ment”and your representative in the UN, 


Jessup, made strong anti-Dutch speeches. 
Maybe if we drummed up a real Commu- 
nist movement here, we'd get some real 
American help, only too late.” 


There are “friends” of the United States 
in South Asia, but they have a way of 
turning up among politicians attached to 
corrupt and unpopular regimes, as in Siam 
and the Philippines, or among ambitious 
business men bent on transplanting the 
free-enterprise system to their countries. 
The more important moderate nationalist 
leaders have to be sensitive to popular sen- 
timent and are much less willing to call 
themselves pro-American. 


India, Indonesia, Malaya ., , 


In India — The most important of these 
is probably Jawaharlal Nehru, Prime Minis- 
ter of India. As a lifelong anti-imperialist 
and onetime socialist, he still has a deep 
mistrust of American capitalism, which he 
remembers as the ally of the British Raj. 


He is drawn westward, as his negotia- 
tion of a new formula to keep India as a 
republic in the Commonwealth clearly 
shows. At the same time he retains his 
mistrust of the race-superiority complex 
of the West and he wants to keep his coun- 
try clear of the West’s conflicts. Hence his 
policy of neutrality in the cold war. 


In Indonesia—President Soekarno of the 
Indonesian Republic and most of his min- 
isters still list themselves, a little sadly 
and wearily, as friends of the United States. 
They wish that American friendship for 
their cause were consistent enough to still 
the angry critics among their followers. 


In Malaya—Here the United States is 
viewed mainly as the buyer of tin and rub- 
ber and as such a supporter of continued 
British control. 


Sour Flavor in Independence 


In Burma—Only the most conservative 
older politicians are frankly pro-American, 
but all the active political factions are 
generally leftist and share a suspicion of 
the United States as a capitalist colossus. 


In the Philippines—In this common- 
wealth, formally independent of American 
rule only since 1946, it is now a political 
liability to be tagged as pro-American. In 
the involved party and clique rivalries, al- 
most every man who aspires to political 
power must insist that he will seek revi- 
sion or abrogation of the independence 
provisions giving Americans equal privileges 
with Filipinos in exploitation of the coun- 
try’s resources. 


Perhaps the most striking index to. Fili- 
pino feeling is the fact that the leading 
contender for the presidency ig Jose P. 
Laurel, who was puppet president under 
the Japanese. His greatest appeal to the 
public, aside from his reputed incorrupti- 
bility, is the fact that he is and always has 
been anti-American.

Between Book Ends 
The Hero and the Myth 


THE HERO WITH A THOUSAND FACES, sakes 
Campbell. (Pantheon Books, 416 pgs., $4.00.) 
Since the history of man first began, all 

peoples have célebrated their heroes, in- 
vesting them with superhuman powers, 
worshiping them, and telling and retelling 
their legends; the hero has been a central 
figure in religion, in mythology, in dance 
and song, and in folk literature. 


Scholars have long been aware of the 
similarities of the hero-story, or monomyth, 
as Mr. Campbell calls it, in civilizations 
which have had little or no point of con- 
tact. Civilizations far separated in time 
and space, having nothing in common but 
the fact that they are human civilizations, 
will devise hero-myths which are remark- 
ably similar. 


This ‘is largely because of the similarity 
of the human psyches, wherever they are 
found. Freud, Jung and other psychologists 
of our day have discovered “that the pat- 
terns and logic of 
fairy tale and myth 
correspond to those 
of dream,” and, “ac- 
cording to this view 
it appears that 
through the wonder 
tales . .. symbolic 
expression is given to 
the unconscious de 
sires, fears and ten- 
sions that underlie 
the conscious pat- 
tern of human be- 
havior.” 

But, unlike dreams, 
myths are “con- 
sciously controlled, 
And their understood function is to serve 
as a powerful picture-language for the 
communication of traditional wisdom.” 
They are not only symptoms of the un- 
conscious (as indeed are all human thoughts 
and acts) but also controlled and intended 
statements of certain spiritual principles, 
which have remained as constant through- 
out the course of human history as the 
form and nervous structure of the human 
physique itself.” 


From many literatures, and from mod- 
ern anthropological studies of civilizations 
as remote as the Eskimo and as near as 
the Arapaho, as great as the Hindu and 
as minor as that of some obscure African 
tribe, Mr. Campbell draws illustrations of 
the universal hero-myth. 


The hero proceeds from ordinary earthly 
surroundings; he goes to a strange, unreal 
land and performs great deeds; and he 
returns, bringing wisdom to his people,

‘The great mythologies are dead now to 


human belief; but the need for the hero is 
not dead. Yet the modern hero, Mr, 
Campbell thinks, must not be a mere tribal 
hero; he must be an individual who leads 
humanity to an understanding of mankind

divine existence that is the life in all of us.”

MAY RATED AS MONTH 
OF ORDINARY WEATHER 


‘Tornado Nearby, but City 


Had Little That Was 
Listed as Unusual, 


Despite the May 21 tornado that 
barely missed St. Louis, the month 
just ended goes down in the 


Weather Bureau records for the 
‘city as a pretty colorless month, 


Meteorologist Harry F. Wahigren 
reported today. 

The twister, which swept across 
northern St, Louis county into II- 
linois, produced devastating winds 


only a few miles outside the city, 
but St. Louis itself escaped with 


winds which reached a sustained 
velocity of no more than 34 miles 
an hour—gentle breezes compared 
to the 62-mile-per-hour winds in 
the tornado of May 27, 1896. 

May was somewhat warmer 
than usual as the result of a hot 
spell the first part of the month. 
The mercury climbed to 91 de 
grees on the third and reached 90 
on the fourth, setting records for 
The mean tempera- 
ture for the month was 69.2 de 
grees, 2.2 above normal and the 
highest May average since 1944. 
The lowest reading last month 
was 46 degrees on the eleventh. 

The month’s rainfall totaled 2.77 
inches, compared to the normal 
4-34, but the accumulated deficien- 


cy for the year to date is only 


24 of an inch. 

“As for June, St. Louis can ex- 
pect anything,” Wahlgren said, 
pointing out that the month has 
produced temperatures ranging 
from a high of 104 degrees in 1936 
Hundred- 
degree weather usually does not 
come before the latter part of the 
month, but the mercury turned 
the trick on the first day of June 
in 1934.

today. 

Speaking at the concluding ses- 
sion of the annual convention of 
the United States Wholesale Gro- 
cers’ Association at Kiel Audi- 
torium, Mever said funds author- 
ized for this research will increase 
from $9,500,000 to $61,000,000 an- 
nually over the five-year period 
covered by the program 

A major aim of the research, 
Meyer said, is to develop and im- 
prove standards of quality, condi- 
tion, quantity, grades and pack- 
aging of food products for great- 
er uniformity and consistency in 
commercial marketing operations.

Official Red Cross Figures. 

At the time of my visit, 102,500 
Arab refugees were huddling in 
Trans-Jordan, a kingdom with a 
normal population of roughly 400,- 
000. Another 88,137 of these Arab 
DP’s are in Syria. In Lebanon, 
there are 142,420 more. These fig- 
ures are official Red Cross tabula- 
tions. 

It is estimated officially that 
another 253,000 refugees are 
jammed in against the sea in the 
Gaza strip of Arab-held Palestine 
and still another 340,000 in the 
central and northern Arab zones. 
A few more thousand have found 
their way into Egypt, Iraq and 
Saudi Arabia. 

There are three organizations 
administering relief: The League 
of Red Cross Societies in Lebanon- 
Syria-Trans-Jordan; The Interna- 
tional Committee of Red Cross in 
western Arab Palestine, and the 
Friends’ Service Committee 
(Quaker) in the Gaza area of 
Arab Palestine. They are all work- 
ing under a six-month contract 
with the U.N’s Relief for Pales- 
tine Refugee Commission. And 
all three threaten to quit after 
termination of the contract on 
Aug. 31. 

These three organizations are 
primarily concerned with distribu- 
ting supplies provided by the U.N. 
In addition, they administer refu- 
gee camps, provide what shelter 
and medical care they can, and 
distribute certain supplies which 
the various national Red Cross 
Societies and other groups have 
contributed: clothing from Bel- 
gium, sugar from India, salt fish 
from Denmark, tents from Turkey, 
cloth from Sweden, medical sup- 
plies from Britain. 

Ibn Saud of Saudi Arabia has 
promised 1000 tons of gasoline and 
kerosene. War-torn Greece and 
Indonesia have sent supplies to 
help out. Notable by their absence 
are contributions from the U.S.S.R. 
and its satellites. 

Gifts From Schoo] Children. 

For thousands of ragged chil- 
dren, gifts have come from Amer- 
ican school children through the 
Junior Red Cross. The names of 
American schools are written on 
the boxes—Forest Home in Mil- 
waukee, Wis.; Alexander Baker 
School in International Falls, 
Minn.; Weldon School, in Glen- 
side, Pa.; Gridley Junior High in 
Erie, Pa.; Londonville in Colonie 
Country, N. Y.; Delta Public Kin- 
dergarten in Delta, O., and a thou- 
sand others. 

To date, one year after the 
main exodus, the U.N. has failed 
to supply adequate shelter or 
clothing. The Red Cross and 
Quakers are doing the best they 
can. Normally, two families live 
in a single tent; some live in 
caves. Sanitary conditions are ap- 
palling. 

Only in March of this year did 
the first U.N.sponsored medical 
aid reach the destitute refugees. 
Exactly $2000 has been appropri- 
ated by U.N. for schools among 
refugee children. 

The daily food ration which the 
U.N. is supplying consists of 1200 
calories. Children under 15, preg- 
nant women, and nursing moth- 
ers receive an extra 200 calories 
through a special ration of milk, 
sugar, and meat furnished by the 
U. N. International Children’s 
Emergency Fund. The U.N.-sup- 
plied relief is keeping the peo- 
ple alive, but is nothing of which 
to be proud.

OOKING around store windows

It’s easier to apply than 
ordinary wax because the oil car- 
ries the wax right to where it

It is always dangerous to lend 
even grudging approval to a 
psychic bid, but there was more 
than a grain of logic in South's 
spade response, and there is no 
denying that the four-spade con- 
tract was superior to the four- 
heart contract. Actually, as the 
cards lay, three no-trump would 
have been easy, but a slightly dif- 
ferent position of key cards would 
have a fatal effect.

HE pilot light on modern 
T stoves is a most convenient ap- 

pointment. It consumes a little 
gas all the time which slightly in- 
creases the total cost of fuel. But 
this cost can be profitably ab- 
sorbed if the pilot light is used to 
keep food or dishes warm. And if 
the pilot light is slightly high it 
may be used for some cooking. 


A heavy utensil like a Dutch 
oven or a heavy skillet with a 
tight fitting lid absorbs enough 
heat from such a pilot to main- 
tain a temperature of between 140 
and 145 degrees Fahrenheit, in the 
liquid within. It takes much long- 
er of course to braise meat at 145 
degrees Fahrenheit than at 185 
degrees Fahrenheit, which is ap- 
proximately the simmering tem- 
perature for usual braising. In 
fact, it takes from eight to 12 
hours to braise the Swedish meat 
tender as described below. This 
slower but highly efficient method 
is especially suitable for the wom-
